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Council, ACE Present Awards 
To Educators in Local Schools

Seven educators from 
Greenbelt area schools were hon- 
ored at the Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil meeting on Monday night, 
March 12, with awards presented 
by the Advisory Committee on 
Education (ACE). Before ACE 
Chair Leta Mach introduced the 
winners, Prince George’s County 
Councilmember Audrey Scott 
read a proclamation from the 
county council that each honoree 
would receive. Scott com- 
mended the community of 
Greenbelt for making the “educa- 
tion of its sons and daughters a 
high priority.” 

City Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts read a citation from 
State Senator Leo Green that 


would also be presented to each 
honoree. Mayor Judith Davis 
and Councilmembers Edward 
Putens and Alan Turnbull were 
also present to honor the win- 
ners, and state Delegates Joan 
Pitkin, James Hubbard and Mary 
Conroy all sent congratulations. 

Mayor Davis noted that “we 
don’t say ‘thank you’ enough” to 
our educators. She also ex- 
pressed appreciation to the fam- 
ily, friends, and co-workers of 
the winners for loving and sup- 
porting those who received the 
award. At the close of the cer- 
emony, Davis recognized past re- 
cipients of the ACE award who 
were present for their contribu- 
tions toward educating the youth 
of Greenbelt. 


Plans for New Post Office 
Building Are Still Alive 


According to postal service 
representative Deborah Yackley, 
the proposed new Greenbelt Post 
Office at the corner of Hanover 
Parkway and Ora Glen Drive is 
not included in a nationwide 
freeze on new post office con- 
struction or major repair projects. 
Sixteen Maryland projects, sched- 
uled for fiscal year 2001, but not 
yet under contract, are now on 
hold for the foreseeable future. 
Greenbelt’s post office is sched- 
uled for 2002, according to 
Yackley. By then she hopes that 
things will get straightened out. 

The spending freeze was re- 
quested by the Postal Service 
Board of Governors in response 
to the organization’s current fi- 
nancial situation. According to 
the Postal Governors, “the Postal 
Service is facing a potential loss 
of $2 billion to $3 billion this fis- 
cal year, reflecting the fact that 
the organization’s costs are rising 


_ and the dog park. , 


at a rate exceeding mail volume 
and revenue growth." 

The board asked postal man- 
agement to take unprecedented ac- 
tion on cost-control options, in- 
cluding an immediate freeze on 
capital commitments that will af- 
fect more than 600 facility 
projects nationwide. 

Meanwhile, the city of 
Greenbelt has not yet filed con- 
demnation proceedings to acquire 
the parcel for the proposed post 
office facility. The owners, 
Peterson Companies, are willing to 
have a post office built on the 
property and have a contract with 
the postal service. 

The Peterson Companies also 
have not yet signed a Memoran- 
dum of Understanding with the 
city for the post office land and 
the 10-acre Sunrise property, lo- 
cated between the Capital Beltway, 
the Holiday Inn, Greenway Village 
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In addition to the proclama- 
tion, citation, gift certificates and 
other presents, each educator re- 
ceived a “Greenbelt is Great” 
mug. Mach said this gift was ap- 
propriate for two reasons. “First, 
it comes from that great educa- 
tional beginning ... the Greenbelt

City Staff Reviews 
Golden Triangle Plan 


City staff met March | with 
Richard Redler, a representative 
of Atlantic Realty Companies, 
and Vernell Arrington, attorney 
for O'Malley, Nylen and Gilmore, 
to discuss a conceptual plan for a 
development in the two remaining 
undeveloped parcels in the 
Golden Triangle. These parcels 
were previously approved for res- 
taurants and offices. 

The conceptual plan proposes 
a 323,000 square foot office 
building with 3.5 surface parking 
spaces per 1,000 feet. The office 
building is tentatively expected to 
be 12 to 14 stories high, although 
20 stories is conceivable. The 
building is planned to house a 
single tenant. Atlantic envisions 
the structure as a “landmark” 
building situated at the top of a 
knoll and visible from the 


Beltway. This is the first realty 


project that Atlantic is pursuing in 
Prince George’s County. | 

At this exploratory meeting 
city representatives expressed con- 
cern with the plan relating to 
building height, surface parking, 
environmental impacts, pedestrian 
circulation and signage. 

Atlantic Realty plans to file a 
detailed site plan within two 
months, at which time meetings 
of the developers will be sched-

USDA Moves Dismissal 
Of City Suit on Wetlands

This is “a significant victory for 
the city” said attorney Lawrence 
Liebesman at the March 12 regu- 
lar meeting of the Greenbelt City 
Council. Nonetheless, the city will 
fight the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s motion to dismiss the 
city’s suit over the wetlands im- 
pact of road improvements to ac- 
commodate traffic generated by 
the new USDA headquarters build- 
ing on Sunnyside Avenue. 

Greenbelt brought the suit in 
response to what it called “illegal 
piecemealing” in USDA's permit 
applications (for wetlands destruc- 
tion) for the headquarters building 
and the related road improvements. 
In the suit, the city called for a 
more complete environmental as- 
sessment of the building and pro- 
posed road construction before the 
road work began. 

Liebesman said that the 
USDA’s motion “essentially con- 
ceded” that it cannot defend its 
previous actions and agreed that 
the wetlands permit from the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers was no 
longer valid. Although 
Liebesman declared victory, he 
noted that the suit had been “very 


resource intensive” generating sig- 
nificant legal and consulting fees, 
that the city hoped to recover if it 
won. He said that he will file a 
motion for summary judgment 
with findings and will seek a hear- 
ing on that motion. 

In its motion to dismiss, the 
USDA did not concede fault. In- 
stead, they stated that the case is 
moot. Since USDA obtained a 
voluntary remand from the U.S. 
District Court, it has conducted a 
new traffic study and analysis of 
the proposed roadwork. That 
analysis has concluded that the 
traffic impact of the facility 1s 
“significantly less than previously 
predicted.” — 

In light of these findings, 
USDA “has rescinded its decision 
to undertake the road modifica- 
tions about which the Plaintiffs 
filed suit, so that USDA may fur- 
ther assess whether these road 
modifications or any alternatives 
should be undertaken.” This re- 
view is estimated to take six to 
eight months. Since the Clean 
Water Act permit will expire (on 
June 30), the USDA says that the 
city’s challenge to that permit is 
also moot. 


Cable Company Begins

Comcast, the city’s cable televi- 
sion operator, is beginning to up- 
grade the system within Greenbelt. 
In addition, the company has ac- 
quired Mid-Atlantic Cable, which 
operates the satellite system in 
Springhill Lake. This system will 
be replaced by the same cable ser- 
vice as exists elsewhere in the city. 
Two Comcast representatives 
briefed the Greenbelt City Council 
on their upgrade plans at the 
March 12 regular council meeting. 
Mayor Judith Davis pressed Jeff 
Kelly, the project manager for the 
upgrade, to ensure that Springhill 
Lake residents were informed that 
they would be able to watch city 
council meetings and other pro- 
gramming on Channel B-10. 
Whether this will turn out to be a 
high-rated show is still in doubt. 
Over the next few weeks, 
Greenbelters home during the day 
may experience cable outages as 
the company extends fiber 
throughout the city and upgrades 
the B-side of the cable. In addi- 
tion, the company will install sta- 
tus monitoring equipment and bat- 
tery backup for all power supplies 
to reduce future outages. 
Residents will be notified when 
their systems will be affected by 
means of door-hangers a day or 
two in advance. These notices 
will include a toll-free number for 
upgrade-related questions. 
Eventually, the upgrade will al- 
low the company to offer high- 
speed internet access to subscrib- 
ers. Kelly estimated that this 
would happen in about 10 weeks, 
after the entire city is upgraded

and the entire system is thoroughly 
tested. 

Except for in Springhill Lake, 
cable company workers or contrac- 
tors should not have to enter any 
current subscriber's home. 
Springhill Lake, from _ the 
company’s perspective, is a “new 
build” situation, rather than an up- 
grade, with new wiring and equip- 
ment needed within’ each 
subscriber’s unit. All company 
workers will have photo identifica- 
tion and most would be in 
Comcast untforms. (Two contract 
companies are also working on the 
upgrade but should not have to 
enter any residences.) 

Kelly and Karmen Bailey, Gov- 
ernment Relations Manager, were 
not aware of any immediate plans 
for price increases, other than 
those for new services. However, 
Bailey noted that program costs 
increased 20 percent in the last 
year. Thus, she said, there are 
likely to be more increases in 
cable bills. In response to a ques- 
tion from Davis, she noted that 
some channels, such as Home 
and Garden, Home Team Sports 
and others, are offered “a la 
carte,” so that subscribers can 
lower their fees by cutting out 
some unused channels. 
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Teach Your

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Maryland to Spray 


Mosquito Larvae 

Maryland Departn,ent of Agri- 
culture officials, in cooperation 
with county governments, will 
initiate mosquito control spraying 
operations in early March in se- 
lected mosquito-breeding areas 
throughout the state. Wetlands 
adjacent to residential areas will 
be targeted in order to eliminate 
newly-hatched mosquito larvae 
before they emerge as adults. 
Insecticides were applied to 
swamps and other wetlands start- 
ing the week of March 5, condi- 
tions permitting. 

“Mosquito eggs that have laid 
dormant in the soil all winter 
start to hatch as soon as the 
spring rains begin,” said Cyrus 
R. Lesser, chief of mosquito 
control. “Spraying larvicide now 
will help control the mosquito 
population at the source, in wet- 
lands, and reduce the need to 
spray for adult mosquitoes in 
residential areas.” 

A bacterial insecticide called 
Bacillus thuringienris israelensis 
(Bti) will be applied to swamps 
and low-lying wetlands using a 
helicopter and fixed-wing air- 
craft, as well as vehicle-mounted 
and backpack sprayers for 
smaller, more accessible areas. 

“Bti 1s one of the least toxic 
pesticides registered by the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency,’ Lesser said “No ad- 
verse effects for people, pets or 
the environment are anticipated 
from its use for mosquito con- 
trol.” 

Because the spraying operation 
is dependent on the weather, a 
specific time schedule cannot be 
announced. Individuals seeking 
additional information about this 
mosquito control activity may call

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City Short Term Outages 
Above Normal for Pepco

At the conclusion of a January 
31 work session prompted by 
complaints of electrical outages 
in Greenbelt, Pepco representa- 
tives promised to supply histori- 
cal outage data comparing the 
Greenbelt area with others. In a 
subsequent February 16 letter to 
Mayor Judith Davis, data pro- 
vided by Pepco show that while 
sustained power outages since 
1997 have been unremarkable in 
number and duration compared to 
the jurisdictions used as compa- 
rable — Berwyn Heights and 
Cheverly — momentary power 
interruptions in Greenbelt are de- 
scribed as “above average” in 
number. However, the letter also 
States that because of corrective 
actions taken, Pepco anticipates 
that residents of Greenbelt will 


‘notice a “significant improve- 


ment” in service reliability. 

Sustained Outages 

Pepco data show that the fre- 
quency of sustained outages af- 
fecting the Greenbelt area (just 
over one Outage in the year 
2000) was well below the county 
average in 1997, 1999 and 2000. 
The Prince George’s County av- 
erage in the year 2000 was just 
over two sustained outages. 

In Cheverly, however, Pepco 
reports the average customer ex- 
perienced over seven sustained 
outages during the year 2000, av- 
eraging nearly seven hours in du- 
ration. Thereafter, the letter 
States, “Pepco began an aggres- 
sive tree-trimming program in 
cooperation with the Cheverly 
town council [and] ... as a result 


of this project, the number of 


outages has decreased signifi- 
cantly.” 

Momentary Interruptions 

While the average customer in 
Prince George’s County experi- 
enced 8.72 momentary interrup- 
tions in the year 2000, customers 
on Greenbelt’s two feeders expe- 
rienced 16 and 18 momentary in- 
terruptions. However, the Pepco 
letter states, “‘as discussed in our 
meeting, the installation of ani- 
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mal guards, additional fusing and 
other corrective actions recently 
completed are expected to reduce 
the frequency of momentary in- 
terruptions.”’ 

In conclusion, the letter ad- 
vises, “We would like to re-em- 
phasize that the proliferation of 
sensitive equipment/appliances 
with digital devices, such as 
clocks, video cassette records, 
microwave ovens, alarm systems 
and computers has made custom- 
ers more aware of momentary 
Outages that were transparent in 
the past. Because it is not al- 
ways possible for us to provide 
uninterruptible service to our 
customers, especially due to cir- 
cumstances beyond our control, 
we encourage customers to pro- 
tect their sensitive electronics 
equipment/appliances with surge 
protection devices.”

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New Deal Cafe to Feature 
‘World Music,’ Pop Satire

What does a didjiridu? 

Or should the question be, 
“What is a didjiridu?” 

Greenbelters will have a 
chance to find out when Big 
Blow and the Bushwackers 
come to the New Deal Café on 
March 23 at 8 p.m. This high- 
energy, four-man band origi- 
nated on Maryland’s Eastern 
Shore with the goal of explor- 
ing the possibilities of the 
didjiridu, a native Australian in- 
strument that creates a continu- 
ous and colorful bass line. 

One of the band members, 
native Greenbelter Trevor “Ras” 
Siegel, exemplifies the group's 
multicultural outlook. Siegel 
acquired his middle name while 
studying ethnomusicality in 
Ghana in 1988, when he was 
adopted by members of the Ga 
tribe in the village of Labadi. 

Siegel explained, “‘Ras’ is 
short for “Ras Kwame Nsiah,’ 
which means ‘honorable Satur- 
day-born sixth-born.” In 
Ghana, names are given based 
on the circumstances around the 
time of your birth, but when | 
was asked the day of the week 
when I was born, I didn’t know 
the answer. I had to go find a 
2,000-year calendar — not easy 
in Ghana — and look it up! 
This meant I had to travel to 
Accra with members of my 
host family, where we found 
that the library was closed for 
construction. Finally we man- 


aged to locate someone I could 
pay to go through boxes in the 
library and find the informa- 
tion.” 

When Siegel returned to 
Greenbelt, his American family 
was somewhat nonplused by his 
unusual new name. 
were afraid I’d been brain- 
washed by a cult or some- 


thing.” 
Unusual [Instruments 
Big Blow’ and_ the 


Bushwackers have won raves 
with their fresh take on a vari- 
ety of musical styles, played on 
unusual instruments. Accompa- 
nying the “didj” will be man- 
dolin, accordion, trombone, 
tuba, bamboo flute, tin whistle, 
dulcimer, harmonica, and nu- 
merous percussion instruments. 
An armament of other, hand- 
made instruments include the 
funky diva, the slide-o-didj, the 
flopophone, and the sump 
thumper. 

Calling its style “world mu- 
sic,” the group has fun with 
traditional ballads, dance tunes 
from many cultures, and its own 
vibrant pop satire material. At 
times the audience will be invited 
to get into the act, joining in an 
improvised jam session. 

A cover charge will benefit 
the café’s fund drive to pay down 
the debt that has threatened the 
New Deal co-op coffeehouse 
with closure.

days of winter and then 
spring will officially arrive. 
course, it will still be a couple of 
weeks before the weather settles 
enough that it feels like spring ev- 
ery day. The weather in March ts 
just so changeable. It can be so 
warm one day, as it was last Sun- 
day, that you feel like getting out 
and doing serious garden work and 
then within the next. few days it is 
cold or windy or both. No doubt 
about it, March is a transition 
month, but one that sets the stage 
for warmer weather.to come... The 
soil is being warmed by longer 
days in which the sun is higher in 
the sky. And the soil is being 
dried out by the windy days. 

_ The soil is still too wet to work 
in or walk on without damaging its 
composition. There will be times 
during the upcoming weeks when 
the soil will dry out enough to be 
workable. At those times, the soil 
can be plowed, spaded, rototilled, 
and worked to prepare for planting 
at a later time. The old fashioned 
test to see if the soil is dry enough 
to work is to scoop up a handful 
of soil and squeeze it together. 
Drop the handful on the ground. 
If it breaks up into pieces, the soil 
is dry enough to be worked, but if 
it stays in one or a few lumps, it Is 
not. When the soil is plowed or 
spaded, fertilizer and soil amend- 
ments such as rotted compost, de- 
composed manure and commercial 
fertilizer can be worked into the 
soil. 

Some gardeners have at least 
one raised bed so that at least one

more than these tasks and have not 
pruned before this. But still, bear 
some things in mind. Removing 
large branches will change the 
shape of the plant, so think of what 
is being done before cutting. Do 
not remove or cut back the central 
stem in a plant that has one. 
Prune no more than one-third of 
the branches in any one year. 

Use good, sharp pruning shears 
or clippers. Try to make clean cuts. 

If you are cutting a branch back 
to the trunk on a tree, do it in 
stages. Make a cut at least several 
inches out from the trunk, thus re- 
moving the bulk of the branch. 
Then look and see that where the 
branch meets the trunk is a slightly 
raised ring. This is where the 
growth takes place. Make the final 
cut of the branch just outside this 
area. The tree can then more effec- 
tively grow over and heal the 
wound made by cutting. 


worked and planted earlier than 
the rest. That is because a raised 
bed drains and dries out faster 
than an average garden bed. A 
raised bed is merely an area at 
least several inches higher than 
the surrounding ground. It is like 
a box of soil. A rectangle of 
boards several inches high and 
filled with soil is one type of 
raised bed. 
Pruning 

Pruning shrubs and trees is 
a task that still can be done in 
the next couple of weeks. 
Hedge plants and late-bloom- 
ing shrubs can be pruned now, 
but do not prune spring flow- 
ering plants because it would 
be removing this year’s flow- 
ers. Prime candidates for prun-— 
ing. are dead, damaged and _rub- 
bing branches. 

It is best to consult a good 
gardening book if you want to do
